An  Act  for  the  better  establishment  and  maintenance  of    ; 
Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada. 

I23rd  May,  1846.] 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for  the  better  Preaiabl*. 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  Common  Schools  in  that 
part  of  this  Province  formerly  Upper  Canada,  and  also  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Normal  and  Model  Schools  therein :  Be  it  therefore 
enacted  by  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Canada,  constituted  and  assembled  by 
virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parliament 
of  the  United  Kinij;dom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  intituled,  An 
Act  to  re-unite  the  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  and 
for  the  Government  of  Canada,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  that  the  Governor  may,  from  time  to  time, 
by  Letters  Patent,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  Province,  appoint  a 
fit  and  proper  person  to  be  Superintendent  of  Schools,  in  Upper 
Canada,  and  to  hold  his  office  during  pleasure  ;  that  the  said  Super- 
intendent shall  receive  a  Salary  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  pounds.  His  salary, 
currency,  per  annum,  and  to  bear  such  proportion  to  that  sum  as  the 
amount  of  public  moneys  paid  towards  the  support  of  Common  Schools 
in  that  part  of  this  Province  called  Upper  Canada,  bears  to  that  paid 
towards  the  support  of  Common  Schools  in  that  part  of  this  Province 
called  Lower  Canada,  and  shall  be  allowed  one  hundred  and  seventy-  Allowance  for 
fii'e  pounds,  currency,  per  annum,  for  a  Clerk,  and  the  contingent  ex-  ^  ^^'"^  *"**  ^ 
pensi'S  of  his  offico.  to  he  hv  him  accounted  for,  as  provided  in  re'=n*^ct  ..•.,:•=-•? 
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of  other  public  officers  ;  and  that  the  said  Superintendent  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  all  such  lawful  orders  and  directions,  in  the  exercise  of  his  duties, 
as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  given  by  the  Governor  of  tiiis  Province.

tive Census,  according  to  the  ratio  of  children  residing  in  each,  over 
the  age  of  iive  and  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  as  stated  in  the 
last  Annual  Reports  of  the  District  Superintendents.

Thirdly,  To  prepare  suitable  forms  and  regulations  for  making  all 
Reports,  and  conducting  all  necessary  proceedings  under  this  Act,  and 
to  cause  the  same,  with  such  instructions  as  he  shall  deem  necessary 
and  proper  for  the  better  organization  and  government  of  Common 
Schools,  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Officers  required  to  execute  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  copies  of  which  forms,  regulations  and  instructions, 
as  also  copies  of  this  Act  shall  be  furnished  by  him  to  the  several 
District  Superintendents,  for  the  use  of  School  sections,  as  occasion 
may  require. 

Fourthly,  To  see  that  all  moneys  apportioned  by  him  be  applied 
to  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  granted. 

Fifthly,  To  decide  upon  all  matters  and  complaints  which  may  be 
submitted  to  him  by  parties  interested,  under  the  operation  of  this 
Act. 

Sixthly,  To  discourage  the  use  of  unsuitable  and  improper  books 
in  the  Schools  or  School  Libraries,  and  to  use  all  lawful  means  to 
provide  for  and  recommend  the  use  of  uniform  and  approved  text 
books  in  all  the  Schools. 

Seventhly,  To  take  the  general  superintendence  of  the  Normal 
School,  as  soon  as  one  shall  have  been  established. 
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Eighthly,  To  prepare,  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  recommend  the  ?'V*',**/ 
adoption  of  suitable  plans  of  Schoc!  Houses,  with  the  proper  furniture    '^  '^    °"**' 
and  appendages. 

Ninthly,  To  use  his  best  endeavours  to  promote  tlio  establishment  School  Librt« 
of  School  Libraries  for  general  reading  in  the  several  Districts  and  ricf. 
Townships  of  Upper  Ca*nada,  and  to  furnish  every  information  ne- 
cessary, as  far  as  he  shall  be  able,  as  to  the  regulations  of  such  insti- 
tutions and  the  books  most  suitable  for  them. 

Tenlhly,  To  employ  all  lawful  means  in  his  power  to  collect  and  Diffusion  of 
diffuse  information  on  the  subject  of  education  generally,  among  the  information* 
people  of  Upper  Canada. 

Eleventhly,  To  submit  annually  to  the  Governor  of  this  Province,  Yearly  reports 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  a  report  of  the  actual 
state  of  the  Normal,  Model  and  Common  Schools  throughout  Upper 
Canada,  shewing  the  amount  of  moneys  expended  on  such  Schools, 
and  from  what  sources  the  same  have  been  derived,  with  plans  for 
their  improvement,  and  such  other  statements  and  suggestions  relating 
to  education  generally  as  the  said  Superintendent  may  deem  useful 
and  expedient,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  laid  before  the  Legisla- 
ture at  the  meeting  thereof  next  following. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Governor  shall  have  authority  to  Governor  mar 
appoint  not  more  than  seven  persons,  (of  whom  the  Superintendent  of  appwnt  Board 
Schools  shall  be  one,  to  be  a  Board  of  Education,)  who  shall  hold  uc****"* 

their  situation  during  pleasure,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  lawful  orders 
and  directions  in  the  exercise  of  their  duties  which  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  issued  by  the  Governor,  and  whose  duly  it  shall  be,  in  con- 
junction with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools — 

First,  To  adopt  all  needful  measures  for    the  establishment  and  Duties  of  Uw 
furnishing  of  a  Normal  School  for  Upper  Canada, — to  make  from  time  ^***'^ 
to  time  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  and  \^^^^^^' 
good  government  of  such  School — to  prescribe  the  conditions  on  which  * 

pupils  shall  be  received  and  instructed  therein, — to  select  the  location 
of  such  School,  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  buildings  therefor 
shall  be  procured, — to  determine  the  number  and  compensation  of 
Teachers  and  others  who  may  be  employed  therein, — and  to  do  all 
other  lawful  things  which  they  may  deem  expedient  to  promote  the 
objects  and  interests  of  such  School. 

Secondly,    To   examine  and  recommend  or   disapprove   of   all  Examination 
books,  plans  or  forms  which  may  be  submitted  to  them  with  a  view  of  Book*, 
to  their  use  in  Schools  :  and  no  portion  of  the  Government  Grant  shall 
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be  given  in  aid  of  any  School  in  wliich  any  book  is  usetl   wliicii  has 
been  disapproved  of  by  tfie  Board,  and  of  whicii  disapproval  public 


notice  shall  liave  been  given. 


Advising  with       Thirdly,  To  aid  the  Superintendent  of  Sciiools  with  their  counsel 

j^P"'"^'''*'      and   advice  on  ail  questions,  and  on  all   measures  which  he  may 

submit  to  them  for  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  Schools  and  for 

the  dilfusion  of  useful  knowledge  among  the  people  of  Upper  Canada. 
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IV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  meetings  of  the  said  Board  shall 
be  held  at  some  place  whicli  shall  be  provided  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools ;  and  that  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools;  that  the  said  Board  shall  appoint 
a  Chairman,  and  the  times  of  its  meetings  ;  that  a  special  meeting 
may  be  called  at  any  time  by  tiie  Superintendent  of  Schools,  by  giv- 
ing due  notice  to  the  other  members  ;  that  at  all  meetings  of  tlie 
Board  duly  called,  throe  members  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  tran- 
saction of  business;  that  the  Clerk  in  the  Education  OITice  shall  be 
the  Recording  Clerk  to  the  Board  ;  and  shall  enter  all  its  proceedings 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  ;  and  that  the  expenses  attend- 
ing the  proceedings  of  the  Board  shall  be  accounted  for  as  part  of  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  Education  Oliice. 

v.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  practicable,  there  s])all  be 
established  a  Normal  School^  containing  one  or  more  elementary 
Model  Schools  for  the  instruction  and  practice  of  Teachers  of  Com- 
mon Schools  in  the  science  of  education  and  art  of  teaching,  accord- 
ing to  such  regulations  as  are  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  which 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  that  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  five  hundred  pounds,  be  expended  by  the 
Board  of  Education  in  procuring  and  furnishing  suitable  buildings  for 
the  said  Normal  School ;  tiiat  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
five  hundred  pounds  per  annum  be  allowed  for  the  salaries  of  Tea- 
chers and  all  other  contingent  expenses  of  the  said  School ;  and  that 
detailed  accounts  of  the  expenditure  of  all  moneys  for  the  establish- 
ment and  support  of  the  said  School  shall  be  annually  transmitted 
to  the  Governor,  through  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  be  laid 
before  the  Legislature. 
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VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Council  of  each  district  shall  .^always 
have  authority  to  appoint  a  proper  person  to  be  District  Superinten- 
dent of  Common  Schools  who  shall  hold  his  office  during  pleasure  ; 
Provided  always,  that  in  case  the  Council  of  any  District  shall  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  District  Superin- 
tendent at  any  meeting  of  such  Council  during  the  present  year,  or

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Council  of  each  District,  on 
receiving  from  the  District  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  a 
certified  copy  of  the  apportionment  of  the  Legislative  grant  in  aid  of 
Common  Schools  in  their  District  for  the  current  year,  shall,  without 
delay,  cause  to  be  levied  such  sum  of  money,  for  Common  School 
purposes,  as  they  shall  see  fit,  and  within  the  limit  of  their  powers 
of  imposing  taxes,  and  at  least  equal  (clear  of  all  charges  of  collec- 
tion) to  the  amount  of  public  moneys  apportioned  to  such  District, 
such  sum,  within  tiie  limit  aforesaid,  to  be  increased  at  the  discretion 
of  the  said  Council ;  and  the  sum  so  to  be  raised  shall  be  placed  on  the 
proper  Collector's  Rolls,  and  shall  be  collected  by  him  in  like  manner 
as  any  other  tax  for  such  District,  but  shall  be  paid  over  by  him  to  the 
District  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  within  the  period  fixed  by 
law  for  the  payment  of  rates  collected  to  the  Treasurer  in  each  year.

Secondly^  As  soon  as  he  shall  receive  from  the  District  Clerk  • 
notification  of  the  amount  of  money  required  by  the  District  Council 
to  be  raised  by  tax,  to  add  that  amount  to  the  Government  appor- 
tionment, (which  two  sums  added  together  shall  constitute  the  District 
School  Fund  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools  in  such  District,) 
and  to  apportion  the  said  fund  among  the  several  School  sections^ 
entitled  to  receive  the  same,  according  to  the  ratio  of  children  ovet 
five  and  under  sixteen  years  of  age  in  such  sections  respectively,  a  ' 
compared  with  the  whole  number  of  children  of  the  same  ages  in  ead 
Township,  Town,  or  Cily,  and  in  the  whole  District,  and  to  notifj! 
the  .same  to  the  Trustees  of  each  School  section  in  the  District,  sc ' 
far  as  they  are  respectively  concerned. 
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Thirdly,  To  pay  to  any  Teacher  or  his  agent,  on  any  order  or  J^o  P»J  *» 
orders  of  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being  or  the  majority  of  them,  as  ap*^^ru*'nJdto 
hereinafter  provided,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  which  have  been  his  School 
apportioned  t;>  the  School  or  School  section  in  which  such  Teacher  "ccUon. 
m,\y  have  tauj^ht ;  the  payment  of  which  order  shall  nevertheless  bo 
subject  to  tlio  following  conditions : 

He  shall  not  pay  any  parts  of  the  apportionment  to  any  School  sec-  Condition, 
tion  from  which  no  sulficient  Annual  lleport  shall  have  been  received 
for  the  year  ending  the  last  day  of  December  preceding  the  appor- 
tionment. 

Nor  shall  he  pay  any  part  of  the  apportionment  to  any  School  sec-  Condition, 
tion,  or  part  of  a  section,  unless  it  siiall  appear  by  the  said  Reports 
that  a  School  has  been  kept  therein  for  at  least  six  montiis  during  the 
year  endin^j  at  the  dale  of  such  Report,  by  a  qu.ilitied  Teacher,  and 
that  all  moneys  received  from  the  f-'choul  Fund  during  the  year  ending 
at  the  date  of  such  Report,  have  been  faithfully  applied  in  paying 
the  compensation  of  such  Teacher:  Provided  likewise,  that  the 
foregoing  condition  shall  not  be  exacted  of  a  School  section  in  which 
a  School  has  been  commenced  during  the  preceding  year, — such 
newly  formed  section  being  entitled  to  share  in  the  School  Fund, 
provided  a  School  shall  have  been  kept  therein  three  months  of  the 
year  preceding  by  a  qualified  Teacher,  and  a  sufficient  Report 
furnished. 

Fourthly,  To  visit  all  the  model  and  Common   Schools  in  his  ToTiaitModd 
District,  at  least  once  a  year,  and  oftener  if  it  shall  be  deemed  ne-  and  Commoai 
cessary,  in  order  to  examine  into  the  state  and  condition  of  the  SchooU. 
Schools,  both  as  respects  the  progress  of  the  scholars  in  learning, 
and  the  good  order  of  the  Schools,  and  the  character  and  condition 
of  the  buildings,  and  to  give  such  advice  both  to  Teachers  and  Trustees, 
in  regard  to  the  interests  and  management  of  the  Schools,  as  he  ma/ 
judge  proper. 

Fifthly,  To  examine  all  persons  ofTerii^  themselves  as  Candidates  Tocxamin* 
for  teaching  in  Common  Schools,  with  respect  to  their  moral  char-  Candidatca  for 
acter,  learning  and  ability  ;  and  if  he  be  satisfied  of  the  Candidate's  teacher* *^ 
qualifications  in  these  respects,  he   shall  give  him  a  special  certifi- 
cate, authorizing  him  to  teach  only  one  year  in  the  School  specified, 
or  a  general  certificate  authorizing  the  applicant  to  teach  in  any  Com- 
mon School  in  the  District  until  such  Certificate  is  revoked  :  Provided 
always,  that  every  such  Teacher  shall  be  subject  to  re-examination 
whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient,  by  the  District  Superintendent 
of  Schools :  Provided  also,  that  no  such  Certificate  of  qualification  shall 
be  granted  to  any  person  as  a  teacher,  who  shall  not  at  the  time 
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of  granting  it,  be  a  natural  born  or  naturalized  subject  of  Her 
Majesty,  Her  Heirs  or  Successors,  without  a  special  license  in  the 
case  of  a  Teacher  of  any  huiguage  otiier  than  English,  to  be  obtained 
from  the  Governor,  authorizing  the  person  therein  named  to  be  em- 
ployed as  a  Teacher  althougli  an  alien. 

'^'^  ^c"'t'/°'^'  ^i^thly^  To  annul  any  Certificate  given  by  him  or  any  of  his 
cates  to  Teach-  predecessors  in  otTice,  whenever  he  shall  see  just  cause  for  doing  so, 
era  when  he  assigning  his  reasons,  and  giving  the  Teacher  holding  such  Certifi- 
ehallseefit.  Q^^ie^  an  opportunity,  if  he  shall  feel  himself  aggrieved,  to  appeal  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools.

Eighthly y  To  decide  upon  all  (juestions  of  dispute  which  may 
arise  between  any  of  the  parties  interested  under  the  operation  of  this 
Act,  and  which  may,  be  submitted  to  him  by  either  of  the  parties 
concerned  :  Provided  always,  that  he  may,  if  he  shall  deem  it 
advisable,  refer  any  such  question  as  may  be  submitted  to  him  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools;  Provided  also,  that  any  aggrieved  or 
dissatisfied  party  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools.

Sixthly,  To  prepare  and  determine  a  rate  bill  quarterly,  containing 
the  name  of  every  person  liable  to  pay  for  the  instruction  of  children 
sent  by  him  to  such  Schools,  and  the  amount  for  which  he  is  liable, 
and  by  themselves  or  any  one  of  them,  or  by  their  Collector,  to  collect 
from  every  person  named  in  such  rate  bill  the  amount  therein  charged 
against  him,  and  in  case  they  employ  a  Collector,  five  per  centum 
on  such  amount  for  the  cost  of  collection,  and  to  pay  the  amount  so 
collected  to  the  Teacher  or  Teachers  entitled  to  receive  the  same  ;

XXIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  sum  of  money  annually  dis- 
tributed for  the  encouragement  of  Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada, 
shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  by  warrants 
to  the  Superintendents  of  Common  Schools  of  the  several  Districts  in 
Upper  Canada  aforesaid. 

XXX.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  no  foreign  books  in  the  English 
branches  of  education  shall  be  used  in  any  Model  or  Common  School, 
except  by  the  express  permission  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

XXXI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  any  Model  or  Common  School 
established  under  this  Act,  no  child  shall  be  required  to  read  or  study 
in  or  from  any  religious  book,  or  to  join  in  any  exercise  of  devotion 
or  religion  which  shall  be  objected  to  by  his  or  her  parents  or  guar- 
dians. 

XXXII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  all  cases  wherein  the  Teacher 
of  any  Common  School  shall  happen  to  be  a  Roman  Catholic,  the 
Protestant  inhabitants  of  the  section  to  which  such  School  belongs 
shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  School  with  a  Protestant  Teacher,  upon 
the  application  of  ten  or  more  resident  landholders  or  householders 
of  any  such  School  section,  or  within  the  limits  assigned  to  any  Town 
or  City  School ;  and  in  like  manner  when  the  Teacher  of  any  such 
School  shall  iiappen  to  be  a  Protestant,  the  Roman  Catholic  inhabi- 
tants shall  have  a  separate  School,  with  a  Teacher  of  their  own  reli- 
gious persuasion,  upon  a  like  application. 

XXXIII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  such  applications  shall  be  made 
in  writing,  signed  with  the  name  of  each  landholder  or  householder, 
and  addressed  and  transmitted  to  the  District  Superintendent ;  and 
such  application  shall  contain  the  names  of  three  Trustees  who  shall 
be  the  Trustees  of  such  separate  School ;  and  upon  the  compliance  of 
such  Trustees  with  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  such  School  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  its  share  of  the  public  appropriation,  according 
to  the  number  of  children  of  the  religious  class  or  persuasion  who 
shall  attend  such  separate  School  and  from  any  Common  School  Dis- 
trict ;  which  share  shall  be  determined  by  the  District  Superintendent ; 
and  such  separate  Schools  shall  be  subject  to  the  visitations,  conditions, 
rules  and  obligations  provided  in  this  Act,  with  reference  to  other 
Common  Schools. 
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XXXIV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Coun-  Model  Schools 
Cil  of  any  District  in  Upper  Canada,  if  they  deem  it  proper  to  do  so,  SiUn  tho^ 
to  raise  and  levy  by  District  rate,  a  sum  not  exceeding  in  any  one  District, 
year  two  hundred  pounds,  and  to  appropriate  and  expend  the  same 
for  the  maintenance  of  one  or  more  District  Model  Schools  within 
such  District,  appointing  at  least  three  Trustees  of  each  such  Model 
School ;  Provided  always,  that  by  such  By-law  or  By-laws  there  I^ro^^O" 
shall  be  appropriated  from  tlie  District  rates  tor  the  payment  of  Tea- 
chers and  the  purchase  of  books  and  apparatus  and  other  necessary  ex- 
penses for  each  Model  School,  a  sum  of  not  less  than  forty  pounds 
yearly.

XXXV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Governor,  that  anv  such  District  Council  has  thus 
appropriated  and  expended  in  any  year  for  the  payment  of  a  Teacher 
or  TeacherSj  and  the  purchase  of  books  and  apparatus  for  such  Dis- 
trict Model  School  or  Schools,  a  sum  of  not  less  than  forty  pounds,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  to  issue  his  Warrant  to  the  Receiver 
General,  directing  him  to  pay  to  the  District  Superintendent  of  such 
District,  as  a  further  aid  towards  tlie  support  of  such  School  of 
Schools  during  such  year,  a  sum  equal  to  one  half  of  the  amount  so 
raised  and  expended  ;  Provided  always,  that  there  be  not  thus 
granted  in  any  year,  for  th«  support  of  such  Schools  in  any  one  Dis- 
trict, a  larger  sum  than  fifty  pounds,  and  also  that  the  whole  amount 
thus  to  be  granted  in  any  one  year,  for  the  support  of  District  Model 
Schools  in  Upper  Canada,  do  not  exceed  five  hundred  pounds.

the  year  for  which  the  same  shall  have  been  granted,  and  he  shall 
account  for  the  expenditure  or  non-expenditure  of  such  moneys  in  the 
same  manner  as  he  is  required  to  account  for  all  other  School  moneys 
which  may  come  into  his  hands.

Powers  of  XXXVIII.  And  bo  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  not  be  competent  for 

KSS''  ^'»o  Trustees  of  any  District  Model  School  constituted  as  aforesaid,  to 
to 'ivachers for  appoint  any  person  to  be  Tearlier  in  the  same,  unless  with  a  special 
Modcisjchools.  approval  in  writing  by  the  District  Superintendent  of  their  selection 
of  such  [jorsoii  as  a  Teacher,  and  also  ot  the  terms  of  their  engagement 
with  him  ;  nor  yet  to  make  any  arrangement  for  the  internai  adminis-

XLI.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Teachers  who  shall  receive 
Certificates  of  qualification  under  this  Act  shall  be  arranged  in  three 
classes,  according  to  their  attainments  and  ability,  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Ayith  the  con- 
currence of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  sanction  of  the  Gover- 
nor in  Council. 

XLII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  bc  lawful  for  any  District 
Council  to  authorize  the  establishment  of  bodi  a  female  and  male 
School  in  any  School  section,  each  of  which  shall  bc  subject  to  the 
same  regulations  and  obligations  as  Common  Schools  generally. 

XLIIl.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Corporate  City  of  Toronto 
and  Town  of  Kingston,  shall  be  considered  each  a  Municipal  District 
for  all  the  purposes  of  this  Act :  and  the  Corporation  of  each  of  the 
said  City  and  Town  shall  have  all  the  authority  and  be  subject  to  all 
the  obligations  witiiin  the  limits  of  each  of  the  said  City  and  Town, 
respectively,  whicli  are  conferred  and  imposed  by  (his  Act  upon  each 
Council  of  a  District.

An  Ad  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada,  shall  be  repealed,  exce})ting  in 
so  far  as  the  same  repeals  any  former  Act  or  any  part  thereof:  Provided 
alwavs,  that  all  [)enalties  incurred  under  the  said  Act,  shall  be  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner,  upon  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  seven,  as  if  the  said  Act  were 
in  force  ;  Provided  also,  that  all  moneys  which  shall  remain  in 
the  hands  of  Township,  Town  or  City  Superintendents  of  Schools 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  one  tliousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
seven,  shall  immediately  thereafter  be  paid  over  to  the  District  Super- 
intendents, to  be  retained  and  disposed  of  by  them  ns  other  moneys 
remaining  in  their  hands  at  the  end  of  the  year  :  Provided  likewise, 
that  all  those  divisions  of  Townships,  Towns  or  Cities  which  in  the 
said  Act  are  called  '*  School  Districts,"  shall  upon  and  after  the  said 
first  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  be 
called  "  School  Sections,"  and  be  so  considered  for  all  the  purpose* 
of  this  Act,  until  altered  in  the  manner  hereby  provided.
